April 23. The King of France began his journey to the Spanish Nether. 
lands , which being in great Pompandattendance  fortotake a view of his Con= 
queſts, cauſed not alittle fear tothe Spaniard. But the Earl of Monterie helda 
vigilant Eye; yea, England ir felt would ſeemto be awakened , ſecuring their 
Coaſts. This State alſo took care both for Ships at Sea , and (trengthening the 
Gariſons on the ſide of Flanders, 

In May , when the French Court was at Dunkirk , abundance of French and 
English Gentry came to and fro for to view the Courts , which by both the 
Kings were {6 Buy entertained, thatit was judged far to ſurpaſs coramon Civi- 
lity, and ſomthing elſe tolurk under it, as afterward did plain y appear. | 

In July, upon thetidings of the ſickneſs ofthe Duke d*Anjou,the _—_ return. 
ed home, and arrived at St. Germain the 17. dito, finding his Son but alittle be- 
fore departed, 

In Auguſt, beſide the continuit taking on of Soldiers, and preparing Maga- 
fins, an 187. Commiſſions were ſentforthfrom Paris, beſide xpreſles to Ger- 
many, Genua, Switſerland, Savoy, Venice, Luqua, Corſica and Scotland , with 
other places , fox to leavy Regiments , and whole France through, Sea-Equipage 
was haſtened.

Crowzſent over to fetch the Ambaſſadrix Temple from the Hague;who maki 
n bravado, would have the whole Eſquadron to ſtrike, butas nothavin Fd 
ciently infilted, he was at his ferurn claptup in the Tower, which buſineſs pro- 
ved aftetwards the greateſt pretence of the English to their breach of the league

In September, Soldiers were preſſed both in England, Scotland and Yreland, 
for France, under pretext of recruting Do: olas His Regiment, but tndeed/of 
reater concern; it beingafterward known that aboye 12000. were raiſed for the 
French ſervice. | 
In Octvo. this State perceiving the mighty warlike preparatiotis on every 
fide, and that vaſt ſums of money were ſenttrom Franceto England, and maSy 
English , Scotch and. Irish:Soldiers wete shipt over from Dover to Calis; they 
reſolved: alſo to increaſe their Militia , and to form a nearer inſtruction about 
Capratr General, which had ſomwhite been in deliberation. X 
In Novemb., The French were yet buſie roform Magaſinsin Luyk, Bon, 
Nuys , pretending it to befor the Bishop of Colen's ſervice againſt the City , but 
in the mean while,abundance of French entred upon divers pretences the Coun- 
tries of Overmaſe & along the Rhyne, which awakened Montrey , to vifite and 
rovide the conſiderable Places of his Government as far as Navagnie: The 
Keares alſo by their Commitrees viſited their Frontiers ,. and reſolved againſt 
Spring to ſet forth a Fleet of 72. Ships 4 and by their Edicts forbad the bringing 
in, buying, ſelling or conſumprion, of French Wine , Vineger,, Paper , Canvass 
and Cheſnuts. | | 
- In Decemb. This State perceiving the mighty increaſe of the French Forces, 
and their great endeavoursto gain England , Spain , Sweden and Germany , on 
their ſides ſent a friendly Letter to be delivered by their Ambaſſador de Groot 
unto the King , who was kept from his audience the ſpace of a Moneth : but in 
the mean while, in the Hague on the 17. dito a defenſive League was ( much 
againſt the will of France and England) concluded, betwixt this >tate and the 
Miniſters of Spain , and afterward was ratified and delivered oyer on both

A LETTER tothe King of France. 


Ay it pleaſe your Majeſty. After ſerious conſideration of that boanty , which the Kings 

your Progemrors, havve alwayes sheawed 10 this State , we could not without regret give 
credence unto the reports abroad, that thoſe mighty preparations for War in, your Kingdome 
Should be intended againſt us , which nevertheleſs byr:aſon of advertiſements from all parts, 
and the management by your State Officers in the Courts of Kings and Prmces round about , 
doth cauſe us to ſuſpett , We therefore have ſtridly ſearched , whither there might not ſomes 
ghing in the manugement of our affairs befound an occaſion to move your Majeſty, 1d decline 
Fhat friends hip, whereunh it hath pleaſedyour Majeſty tro honour u8 untorbis preſent ; but ha- 
wing found nothing to accuſe our ſelves , nor for which wwe have been reprovved by your Majeſty, 
"ve conld not imagine, that the Fuſtice which is exerciſed m your Kmgdome, would permit your 
Majeſty 18 improve your Armes againſt your moſt faithfull and ancient Allies mn any

at Colen,by which alfo the Ciry-was neceſſitated to cauſe Bamphields Regiment 
being in ſervice of the States, toquit the City , whichby reaſon of many obſtru.

Thus this invincible City was in the ſpace of 4. dayes fi withoutany force, 
leaving ſo royal a Magafinfull of Ammunition , with above a 100000, puns 
powder in harids oftheenemy , of which , as is reported the Commiſiary Roeck 


-was a principal inſtrument, 


Rees, being reaſonably well fortified , and provided with a ſufficient Scons 


' overthe Rijn , hada Garriſonof 500, men for it ſelf and Scons, This Tyrenne 


had blockt up, before the King was Maſter of Rijaberck, or CondEof Weſel, 
and no ſooner was the Enemy come before it, but the Scons , conimaded by Ca 
ptain van der Hoeve wasshamefully delivered up by him, who alittle before bad 
yanted of wonders he would : 'The Citizens knew nothing of this; till by the 
Canon'ofthe Scons turned againſt the City, they were untimely warned. "They 
within-shot furiouſly , but after the loſs of Ryaberck and Welſelbeing more 
ftrongly afſaulted,, The King ſent a Trumpetter todemandthe Town , -up 
which the Councel of War ſent Commiſhonersempowredto treat withhitn : 
The Arny being yet encampedabourt Weſel, and the Capitulation was figned 
in form as with them of Weſel, that the Garriſon should be 6: weeks priſoners, 
and after' have liberty of ranſome. Sothis City alſo was delivered up. 
. | Emmerick not fo ſtrong as the other , ſeeing it would now be their turn , / and 
not: willing:to proſtitute the Soldiers to Maſſacre or to be shut up priſquersjn 
the Church , ſeeing for wznc of men and {light fortifications , there was the leaſt 
appearance 
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5 todefend the City , the Garriſon retreated in time to Sthenkeſcons, 
at leaſt to preſeryethart,' as being a Bulwark'to the State? ſo leaving Emmerick 
open for the Fretich', who now with their three Armies came down upon them, 
the King havingappointed Mr. d'Eftrade Goyernourofthe Cities already con- 
quered upon theRhyne: i {F& of 3 28) 

When the French began to a& , the Bichop of Munſter alſo after a kind of De- 
claration of War ſoon tent diverſe Troups into Twente, who ſeizing on the 
ſmall TownsOtmarſchen , Enſchede, Almelo, Goor, Delden, and leaving 
Sauvegardin tnem, the Bishop with his Army and ſome Troups of the Elector 
ot Colen ſat down before the ſtrong Ciry Groll, which without much reſiſtance 
pave up themſelves. to the Bizhpp theg. of June , whereupon the ſmall Towns 
thereabout were forſaken of their Garriſons , ſoas Herenberg and Borkelo. alfo 
fell ivto the handsof the Bishop. x 

This wasthe unhappy ſucces of the beginning of June on the Land , in which 
more Cities and Fortretſes were loſt, than there pafled dayes. In the mean while 
a battle fought was at Sea. 

After that our Fleethad often been in fightof the English , expecting they 
would fall upon us; having the wind of us, yetcontinually turned © from us, to 
them; thereupon, having intelligence the Englisb lay in Soulbay , our Fleet with 
a favourable winde on our approach made tothem , and the 7. June earlyinthe 
morning got ſight of the Enemy, and both parties ranged themſelves into three 
Eſquadrons , and began the Ggfi at 8. aclock; The French who bore the white 
Flag, engaging with the Eſquadron of Banckert, under whom were the Zeelan- 
ders and Frieſes : The Duke of York bearing the red Flag , with that of the Ad- 
miral de Ruyter, and the blue Flag under Montague with that of vah Gent. 
The fight was furious, and dured moſt part of the day; the advantage reniaining 
on the {ide of the States. About noon, the whole French Eſquadron was cut off 
from the English Fleet, and followed by Banckert, and of both the Enemies 
_ Fleets 4 or 5. capital Ships were firedand ſunk, under which was Montagues 

Ship , who himſelf was drowned, and many perſonsof quality ſlain. Ofours 
onely the Joſuah a Ship of middle ſize was loit , and at the beginning of the fight 
the Admiral van Gentshot to death. The 8. dito , the English who gotthe wind 
of us, were ſeen above us , ſayling that whole day a mile loefwards , without co- 
ming to us, andevening turning quitefrom us, ſoas onthe morrow the 9. dito, 
the Fleets were wholly out of fight, upon which ours caſt Ancre before Walche- 
ren. The French had fqught lictle or nothing , but left the Englishin the brunt, 
and themſelves as ſoon almoſt as the Battle was well begun, drew back, and per 
haps they might then have been wholly ſeparated from the English, and their 
after conjunction hindered, but it may be there was a particular reaſon,why ours 
ſo ſoon returned upon the Coaſt of Zeland, which I am not willing atpreſent to 
_ into my onely aime being to rehearſe the Hiſtorie of what paſſed,

 9.June, The agreement with Rees no ſooner was ſubſcribed , but the Prince 
of Conde drewhhis Army tothe Yſlel-fide, and that very day took in Deutecom 
two milefrom Doesburg , which ſeemedto mportyat Conde intended to fall

into the works , andobſeryed the motion ofthe enemy : and itis credible , what 
then was reported , that the French deſign was to ſurround Nimwegen , andfo- 
on tbe land ſide to befiege it; and that Conde woulſt endeavour ſome way or 
other to-break through the Yſlel : But foraſmuch as then by the treachery of 
Morbas , opportunity was offered to get intothe Betuw , by the Tol-houſe,.

T0. dito , Conde made an affault upon the Tol-houſe, for tocome over the- 
Rhijn, but was repulſed and forced toretire, and caft up Batteriesthere. The 
Betuw was betruſted to Johan Barton of Mombas , Commiſſary Generalof the 
horſe, having by him two horſe Regiments &two of Foot, with a pretended or- 
der, that in caſe the enemy should preſson, & he be in danger to be driven back, 
by which Nimwegen alſo might be in danger , he rather should intimeretire to. 

imwegen ,andcommand there : but whatever his order might be , this coult' 
not excuſe him,for himſelf acknowledgeth that the Field-marshal Wurts had the 
9.dito about evening, ſent him a Letter, that his Highneſs had made van Walde- 
ren Governour of Nimwegen ; and that he , the ſaid Mombas, therefore was 
diſcharged of that care: Butthat it was his Highneſs pleaſure, that he should take 
Care of the Betuw , and that five Regiment more were a coming to him for that 
end :. But notwithſtanding that this was order full enough tohim, yet in the 
morning onthe 10. dito, he ſent away the Foot, andcauſed the Canonto be car- 
ried from his quarters, ſo that the Regiment of Horſe of Colonel Souteland was 
onely left to ſuſtainthe aſſault of theenemy, till that Mombas meeting the Re- 

iment of Scot with three Companies of Painevin, the reſt of the ſuccours by his 
ighneſs being countermanded, becauſe of Conde'*s approach ſo near Does= 
burg , to whom Mombas ſaid that neceſſity cauſed him to retire; but yet conſi- 
dering the enemy now paſſed the Rhijn did not fet upon Souteland, he with 
theſe and Colonel van Gent , whom they alſo met with ſome Muſquettiers , re- 
turned, and then torced the enemy again to retire: But foraſmuch as Mombas 
doubted not, but the enemy would the next day paſſethe River, he would nor 
ſtand toit, but reſolved roquit his Poſt, and tookhis way to Arnhem , and from 
thence to Dieren, where on the 11. ditoaboutg. ofthe clock, he came by the 
Princeof Orange , to the great aſtonishment of his Highneſs , who commanded 
the Lord Wurts thither with 2. Regiments to defend that Poſt, wherehe arrived 
roward evening, butfound neither Canon norentrenchments there. « 
12.'dito, The Prince of Conde accompanied by Turenne , fell early in the 
morning upon that Poſt, where W urts acquitted himſelfas agallant Soldier,and 
made great reſiſtance, but being too weak , that Poſt through the hellish plot of 
Mombas was loſt, and our Horſe purſued by the enemy, who in their flight met 
with theRegiment of Alua, ſent by the Governour of Nimwegen,as well know- 
ing what concernment the preſeryation ofthe Tol-bouſe was , but they-being 
weary

weary and overtoyled with continual-marching , were for the moſt part route, 
andjpurſued almolt to the gates of Nimwegen,where ſome of the Fre: 
alſo ſurrounded Knotſenburg. However the enemy did not get into the Betuw 
without conſiderableloſs, Conde himſelf with 8. or 10. Dukes » Earlsand Lords, 
being wounded ,: and the Duke of Longeville, Mon. de Guytry , the Marquis 
ZAdbuſſon, Earl of Nogent, du Pleſlis, Praslin, and other Great ones ſlain. 

Before the French were got over , the Tower of the Tol-houſe, where lay a 

twith 18. men, wesdeſerted ; but Turenne was no ſooner gotint 

Betuw, but he marched to Aarnhem , part of them running througþthe Betuw 
who the 13, dito took Heuſden and made ſpoil thereof,and from thence to Yſlel- 
oort » shooting all the afternoon upon ours who were in the Veluw, and at night 
rushed over the Rhijn-upon the borders of the Veluw. And thus the 14.dito, being 
in capacity toshoot upon Aarnhem on both {ides,they within the day after.being 
the 15.ditomade an accord early in the morning ,'which was ſo haſtily done, that 
the French entred before the Articles were once {1gned,which alſo remained un- 
figned,forſooththere being no pen and inck at hand. The ſame day,Turenne was 
come before a wenn aſtrong Scons and reaſonably wellprovided, where 
ſome Troups bad app but Turenne came not till 8. of theclockatevening, 
and the day after, the 16. ditoin the forenoon was maſter of it, through a trea- 
cherous diſorder ofa Drummer , and overgreat cowardiſe of the Governour, 
without any force doneupon it. The Garriſon was permitted by Turenne to 
depart toGroeningen,and then preſently from the Scons fired upon Nim 5 
and the ſameday marched with his Leger to Schenckenſcons,the 16. and 17. dito 
ſending ſame T roups before Thiel, whogave uptheraſelves , and took Sauye- 

d , which alſo was followed the 19.and 20. dito , by the impregnable Sconſes 
of Voren and Sr. Andries. 

It was the 17. dito , that Turenne approached by his Loopgraves , that ſtrong 
Fort of Schenckenſcons, wherein lay 15. Companies , which by a Trumpetrer 
he ſummoned , and the 18. dito had it delivered-up tothem : A Scons on which 
depended the welfare of our Country , ſufficiently providedof all things requi= 
fite, and with a Garrifon able to defend it , but commanded by a ve, who: 
withour the knowledge of the Councel of War had ſent away the Outlayers, and 
demolished the Forts there erected by the Lord Wurts, and.ſo for mony deliyer- 
ed up that invincible Fortreſle. 

Bishop of Munſter after the conqueſt of Groll ſate not ſtill, but maſtered 
Breyoort , Lochem , and what elſe was neer about; and onthe 14. dito , chewed 
himſelf upon the plain of Deventer, to fetch away their beaſt that were graſing 
there; but was driven back with lofſe by the courage of ſome that iflued our of 
the City upon him : But the 16, dito he came with his whole Army , afliſt- 
ed by thoſe of the Bishop of Colen ,- to beſfiege it , The King of France 
_ with the gros of bis Army fate down before: Denby and ſummoned the 

me. | 

If thefe firſt nine dayes were fatall toour Netherland , the following were no 
lefle ; eſpecially, becauſe his Highneſle was neceſlitated to depart from the Ylel, 
for Azrnem bezng conquered, the Veluw p—_—_ to the Enemy,and our Army 
in danger of being fallen upon on all ſides, iy utterly to beruinated , ſo that his 
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Highneſſe having divided part of the Army, and putthem in the Cities on the 
Yſlel under the command of Alua General for Frieſland,8& brought the greateſt 


Canons withthe Ammunition and Proviſions into Doe:burg; Zurphen, Deven- 


ter,he with the reſt and lighter field Peeces departed rhence,and coming ateven- 
ing the 15. dito, before Utrecht, the gates were shut vpon him, and his tollowers 
being wearied and hungry by continual marching night and day , but were con- 
ſtrained tolay without the whole night, without any refreshing. His Highneſſe 
deſired he might be let in , offeringro defend the City , in cafe they would ſuffer 
it to be fortified , as need cthould require , and breaking off what was in the way z 
which they of Utrecht refuſed to do,requiring that the Army should lay encamp- 
ed without , —— & it would be to the great damage of the Citizens, who 
would not be burthened by quartering of Soldiers : but at length it was agreed, 
that the two Regiments oftherepartition of Utrecht should be admitted to come 
in : but the States of Holland judging, that thus doing , they should not be ableto 
maintain that Poſt, if ſet upon, reſolved for the preſervation of Holland to beſet 
their Paſſes; whereupon the Leger brake up the 17.dito from Utrecht,and ſetfor- 
ward to Weeſp, Bodegrave, Goverwelle-{luce, Schoonhoven , Gorcum and 
akerward alſo Uythorn, which Poſts being now fortifyed, are found ſufficient to 
keep the Enemy out of Holland. The amazement, becauſe of the breakingin of 
the Enemy into the Betuw,and our Armies retreating was greater than I am able 
torelate , and the fleeing from all places to Amſterdam was unſpeakable, thou- 
fandsof Waggons and Boats daily came in, all filled with fear and anguish. 

To this retreat of our Army from Utrecht,they aſcribe their damnable delivery 
up their City, and fo would lay that upon others,which their own faithleſneſs and 


treachery brought upon themſelves. Afſoon asthe Enemy was poſſeſſed of We- 


ſel, the Great ones began ſecretly to tranſport thejr goods , which the commons 
perceiving, oppoſed the ſame; yea, not without affronting the Magiſtrates them- 
ſelves, openly crying out to the Burgemaſters, you have ruled long enough, it is 
now our turn, from-which tumults no good being to be expected, they ſent to 
the French afloon as Aarnem was taken, and offered their City alſo to them, de- 
firingSafeguard;but they werefain to go farther,for the King yet lay before Does- 
burg, thus they went ſeeking the Enemy, and invited him'to come, for 20. En- 
elish mile in the round nota Frenchman was to be found ; Thus they of Utrecht 
were waiting for their Enemy, fome of them being impatient he ſtayed ſo long : 
They ſeta Trumpetter upon the Tower , to give notice when the French came, 
which by ſound of Trumpet he did the 18. dito toſignify to the City, and ſo tothe 
whole Army, that the French were come into Utrecht : Butiit proved a miſtake, 
for thoſe the Trumpetter thought to be the French , were Burgers that had been 
ſentforth,who returning ſaw no Enemy at all. | 
In the meari while reports were ſo various, that nothing almoſt could be credit- 
ed, but it wastoo true,the moſt of the great ones & Magiſtrates were gone,many 
houſes and shops shur up, the Citizens in expeCtation what the Enemy would be 
pleaſed to do with them,not knowing whether he would onely ſend inSafeguard, 
orcome withan Army and take poſſeſſion , tio conditions at all yet being made, 
all being left to the Kings pleaſurez Many were ſorry at their heart, andfuil of 
fears, but others well content , astruſtipg to the civility ofthe French; who , as 
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they ſaid, kept promiſe in other conquered Cities; aid therefore they pityed 
Amſterdam and other-Citjes, that dared to ſet themſelves in poſture of defence. 
But little did they'dream of the miſery hanging over their heads, for they ought 
to have expected the certain'reward of their treachery., by which they were the 
cauſe of their own. and our deſtruction, neither will it any whit clear them, to ſay 
they were deſerted ofour Army, ſeeing they would not be helped, for two Regi- 
ments could not do it , and their ſtanding io much upon terms, ſufficiently evi- 
denced , that this change was aforehand reſolved upon by them in power : lt is 
true, moſt of the Citizens would yet have deiended the City; bur beingin atu- 
multuous way, and trampling under foot the reſpeCt of the Magiſtracy, asa head- 
Jeſſe company not to be truſted, they were cauſe oftheir own ruin. And putthe 
caſe they had been forſaken, yet would it not excuſe them z/for it was not likely 
that the French would have dared to fall upon Utrecht,being a great City,but not 
fortifyed , and no place of retreat being nearit , where they. might beſecured. 
Certain it is, they hadjno cauſeto fear as yet , for Conde lay woundedatEmme- 
rick, theKing was at the Yſſel, and Turenne before Nimwegen , far enough 
from them, gain of time in ſuch occaſions bein Gf great concern, as appeared by 
the ſtop of the French progreſs ſoon after : an ides allthis ,they Should have 
waited till the French had come , thenhad been time enoughtofall to parly, 
and make way for as good terms, as they now have, being comein by invita= 
tions, for none of the conquered Cities do complain. more of the French , than 
they of Utrecht , and juſt it is upon them , having dealt more treacherouſly than 


'any,,.cuuld they ut a> well Lavehiuchc geo againtt the French , as they did a- 


gainlt the Prince? "7 Mo | 
The 20. dito , Safeguard from the King came in with two,Trumpetters ; and 
ſoon after aFrench Garriſgn:whereupon they preſently Capitulate for the whole 
Province, athing never heard before , and cauſe of all ſubſequent diſaſter. For 
hereby Over- Yſlel pretended to be cut off from Holland , ſo follows theexample 
of Utrecht and. make Capitulations alſo,a project alſo todo the ſame being made 
ready in Frieſland; , yea, Holland it ſelfalmoſt gone, moſt ofthe Cities ſpeak of 
ſending for Safeguard, and they in higheſt place knew no better remedy ; all this 
came from Utrecht, Oyeryſleltollowing their examplezand had notProyidence 
appeared for us ina wonderfull and unexpected way , we hadall been delivered 
up tothe fury of the Enemy. . x 
The 16-July, the Bishop of Munſter came before Deventer, a gallant fortified 
City provided ofall things with a ſtrong garriſon of Soldiers, beſides1450.South- 
HollandCountrymen & reſolute Citizens together,making up 100c0-able men, 
all reſolved to ſtand outro the utmoſt againit the Enemy. The Colonel Stecke 
was Commander inchiefover the Garriſon , as alſo Head of the provintial Mi- 
litia: He held much communication with the Governour of Coeverden Colo- 
nel Boerſma, whom his Highneſs not truſting,had cauſed to come to Deventer, 
wherehe thought, he could do no great hurt. The Enemy marched over the 
Yſſel, where was moſt convenience behind the hedges of the city gardens, toa 
proach and p)anthis morter peeces, out of which the 20. early inthe morning he 
Shot into the City with Bombes , doing little: or no harm with them , where- 
upon the Commander for to ſatigfie the Citizens , offered to makeafally __ 
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the Enemy , asalſohe did, not altogether without ſucceſſe; yet fo purpoſely q 


ordered , as not to do to: much hurt to the Enemy.” In the mean while, 
they continued the Bombes from- the overſide of the Yet till the after. 
noon , when ſome of the Magiſtrates without the knowledge ofthe Citizens or 
Garriſon, ſenta Letter to the Bishop, deliring a ceſſation of Armes, and ſafe con. 
.duCt for Committees to go fetch the advice ofthe Cities Campen and Swol; this 
was done after that :the Bishop the day before had notityed , that his in- 
tention was tojoyn Deventer again to the Empire. And the 21. inthe morning 
they ſent again aTrumpetter , for ceſſation of Arms, the Canons ſounding tos 
loud in therr ears,though they bitherto haſt ſuſtained little harm by them. 
they called the ſworn Commons, where by the moft voyces it was concluded to 
give over the City , and three were deputed to capitulate, the Citizens and Sol- 
diers knowing nothing thereof , ſave the Governour inſligated by that Traytor 
Boerſma. Inthe mean while, upon = ofdeath, no man might Shoot , and the 
Soldiers who were on flame to ruine the Enemies approches and Batteries, were 
not ſuffered tofall on. Toward evening the agreement was made without the 
knowledge ofthe Councel of War, and with a damnable ſecluding of the Soldie- 
ry, who all, the very Peſants included, were by this horrid accord toremain pri- 
ſoners of war , and be shut up in the Churches. The 21.dito, late in the night, 
the City was poſſeſſed by the enemy , none almoſt knowing thereof , or 
ny "a preſſing thereunto , fave onely the treachery of theſe wicked 
aeſts. | 
22 dito.It was not enough'forDeventer thus to have betrayd.it*s ſelf, but it would 
have share alſo in betraying the reſt. bob Rene the 20. dito, ſeemed todefire 
theadvice of Campen and Swol, but now they would be their adviſers, ſending a 
Commiſlary of the Bishoptothem , withtwo Trumpetters and the Burgemaſter 
Leſpiereto Swoll , where after relation of what was paſt at Deventer , the ſame 
Capitulation was offeredto'them, which conſpiracy being ſmelt by the Colonets 
Bampbieldand wt wer , they did wiſely intime retire out of the City with their 
Regiments, though unjuſtly accuſed of ſorne to have hereby malitiou _ 
ed theſame; for here heing of the ſamecrue, whowithout theknow 
Militia had betrayed Deventer , theſe undoubdly sbould have been din 
the ſame kind,and all have been laid up in theChurch,as being before their depar- 
tures they ſufficiently perceived : for though the remainder were afterward per- 
mitted to go out free, it was becauſe they thought it not worth the while to detain 
{o few : a5 theirpractiſe was for the molt partwhere the Garrifons confifted but 
of few. However Swoll made their full enough, though the ſub- 
ſcription were deterred tothe morrow : Ii the mean while shamnefully abu- 
ing the name of the States of Over-Yſſel, Swoll ſummons the other Cities of the 
Province, there to appear with all ſpeed , looſing no time, and to Capitalate for 
themſelves: bare wr all the Cities and Forts of Oryer- Yfel were Provin- 
tially given upto the En fcc 
laying round aboutin a Moras z was upon this news forſ#ken by its Garriſon.

July accompanied 
with Duke d'Orleans, Monmouth, Luxenburg , andother Grandees , to take a 
view ofthe Town , being on Horſeback , but ſoon returnedout again into the 
Leger; appointing the Duke of Luxenburg Governour of the City and Pro- 
vince, and Stoupa General of the Switzers-Commander of the City. But we will 
leavethe King here a while , Turenne before Nimwegen , andthe Bishopof 
Munſter in Over- Yſlel; forto take notice, what fell out worth the obſervation 
about that time, both in the Politicksand the Militia, and ſo makeprogrefiein 
what was aCted by the enemy. 

It wasa ſmall thing to loole Cities and Forts, whole Provinces together giving 
up.themſclves to the enemy. And though it ſeemeth ridiculous, that ſome of 
the French would know the way to Amſterdam to go andtake it in; yetLverily 
believe,tbat if at that time 4.0r-5000.horle onely had gone forward; Amſterdam it 
ſelfand thereby Holland; yea, the whole State would have fallen intq the ene- 
mies hand, ſogreat terrour had ſeized upon all, &the Regents voyd of Counſel : 
The Magiſtratesin their common Councel diſputing , ;whither they should quit 
all, or endeavour awhile to defend themſelves: Many pretending that it was1m= 
pollible , as notbeing previded with neceffaries , wherefore their Counſel was 
in caſe the Enemy came, to meet him with the Keyes : Others would that BY. 
warks should be erected, bridges broken down ; ſcarce knowing what they {aid. 
Gd viog mopy tines the Gre beiogethe borſe,  Jdreadeyen to think upon. 
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the terrour and aſtonichmient of that time, eſpecially of the 29. June anCthere 
about, the moſt underſtanding ofthe Land then being at non-plus ; The Pen- 
ſionary himſelf, who ſeldorn or never was at a pinch ; plucking up his Houlders, 
and is aid t6have given. no othet advice than agoodandipeedy accommodation 
with the Enemy \, as the'onely expedient tobe found: In profecution of which 
y—_ three Deputies were ſuddenlyſent for England , and three to the French 
ger, of whom the yprd d'Groot was the chief. 1 know not whatinftructions 
they had, but it is ſaid, that _— England had noother Commiſſion, than to 
learn what the demand of that King was , and thatthey for the French Leger had 
full power to treat with the King ;-thatis , todeliyer up the Country , forth that 
conjuncture of time;whateHe could be expeted than an honorable ecapitulation.. 
'Butthe Province of Zealand, June 24). refeed thereaſons alledgedby Hol- 
land for this Commiſſion , and proteſted againſt them , declaring itto bea thing 
unheard ofinthe government of theſe Countries,to makeanyPlenipotentiaries 
(withoutan arreſted inſtruction) totreatwith any Potentate, much lefle with an 
open Enemy; eſpecially when it concerned our Religion, Liberty ard the law- 
full government of the Landy wherefore they difavowed this Commitllion , as 
ſuſpicious and ofdangerous conſequence. 
The CE now taking noticeof theſe tranſactions,and ſeeing the aſto- 
nishments of the Regents, and the thteatned danger , begin to raiſetumults 2 
Others flee whereever they imagine aplace of ſafetyto be, transſporting their 
families, and what was moſt precious Eaſt, Weſt, ro France, yea England it ſelf, 
tranſporting.an ineſtimable Treaſure out of the Countryto their extream din-

lands ſecurity were beſet with Soldiers ,- and made defenfible , the Banks and 
Damsabout Amfterdarno , the Countryſet under water , the wayes cut 
throw, bridges caſt down , Trend

Rivers,the Wall repaired, Canon broughtup,the Watch doubbled,and for fecu- 


tity ofthe Citizens , the 29. of fane'tt was publizhed fromthe Town-houſe, that. 


the Councel was filly reſolved'to defend-the City tothe utmoſt; and burgers 
were ſent out of the Hague and Rotterdam tothe Poſts ofthe Arty, and out of 


other Citiesto the Frontiers of Holland , Heuſden , Geertruyden 3 Breda,. 


the Klundert, the Briel, &c. Bur al] this could not take away from the git urbed 
ſpirits of men. , that impreſſion they had rakgn thatmany members of the Magi.

of the City watch. In the mean while , the murmurings of the common peop} 
increaſed againſt the Magiſtracy , and in fpecial againſt the two de IWirs , and al 
that were of theirfaction , laying to their chargethe loſſe ofthe Country. Whi- 
therthis were ſo or no, I leave tothe judgement of others, this onely I know, of 
which none are ignorant, that they had the wEight of the Government in their 
hands , dire&ing tbe reſolutions ofthe State according to their pleaſure , and ſo 
erhaps maytruly be ſaid to be the cauſe; or atleaſt the Ring-leaders ofthe reſo- 
tions of that time: An extratofa Letrerfrom Zeeland June 25. being very' 
remarkable to this end viz. That one' Nef/av Advocate in the Hague , had 
fome dayes paſt, declared in the Councelof Vliſling with weeping tears , that 
ſome of his kingred ſitting in the Councel of State and Cities of Holland, had 
diſcovered t5-im , how that Province had formed a Project, after what manner 
Holland should be delivered up tothe French.

nick of time Colonel Spindler cameto aſſiſt them with 150:men, which ſo in- 

creaſed their courage ang ſtrength , thatthe Enemy was forced again toretire! 
They of the Enemy Wiywaregoc into the Raveling being amazed , becauſcof 
the hot <hLotivg , and bfthe ge, which they mutt pafe over j called for quars 
ter, which was not grarited beforethey had caſt theirweapons fromthe , *and 
drawing ug theourmoſt Fall-bridge, wy werebroughtin, therefi yy = 
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whence they werecome.: The way round about was ſtrawed withthe lain,being. 
tothe number of a-1aao. belides 200. wounded, whom they carried along with 
them , not one being flain.in the City , and 1. or 2. onelywounded-; The priſo- 
ners were, I. Colonel ;2. Lieutenants Colonels , 28. Captainsand Lieutenants; 
539.common ſoldiers ;a glorious victory for this Place, which should have been, 
according to former reſolution , demolished as not tenable , but now hath deſer- 
ved better Walls than Utrecht, and ſuch as they : for although their walls were 
not. defealible, and the moat nor 3. foot deep, yet the magnanimity ofthe citi- 
Zens was their ſtrepgth , yeaevery womanand maid. to the very children them- 
ſelves did ſervice, as ſoldiers, ſupplying the defect of bullets with their shop 
waites , broken potsand the like. Oh, had things been thus carried in other p la- 
ces, our Netherlands had not ſoshamely loſt their renown. 

29. dito , Zacob de Graaf was condemned to be executed by the ſword, for. aſ- 
Gulting the Pexſtowaris de Wit , ( though his wounds were not perillous at all as to 
death)as having committed Crimen Leſ# Majeſtatis, being brought toexecution. 
the gates of the Cities near about werekept shut up, andallthe wayes beſet with 
Horſe, ſo that this work , notwithſtanding the Executioner made divers blows 
before he could Cut off his Head ,- was accomplished without any great com- 
motion. 

Juſt at this very time, the Communalty throughout whole Hollaad and Zea- 
land were upinadreadfull tumult, requiring that the Gavernment should be al. 
tered, and more power put into the hands of the Prince of Qrange They began 
at Dort, where the burgers by their Captains demanded of the Magiſtrates what 
they meant to do, to defend the City or not , and would know themſelves what 
prenebog there was in the Magaſins, which was found to be very flight , and the 

y of the Powder-Tower not to be found , which made the citizens yet more 
unreſtfull; requiring that the Prince of Orange should be made Stadholder with- 
out delay ;'and that with high. threatnings : whereupon Deputies from 
the Magiſtrate , and Citizens were forced to gotothe Leger , to deſire his 
Highneſſe to come to Dort , the which foraſmuch as he often denyed to do , the 

puties told him, that in caſe they should return home with ſuch an anſwer, 
theyshould be in greatdanger to be put to death as traytors,which peril his High- 
neſſe conſidering, went the ſaid 29. June to Dort, being received with the ap- 

lauſe of the people : being come tothe Town: houſe , the Magiſtrates made

cerning the perpetual Edict , and ſo madghim.S Ideri: Corzelis d- Wit, old 
Burgomaſter, being come home ſick frpm the Fleet, kept his chamber , therefore 
they nt theſe Acts to bim by the Secretary , tobe by him allo ſublibed, buthe 


refuſed, 
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reflifed; fryinghe neicthercould, nerwould conſerit thereto : but hisreluctancy 

Was pod 5h r by the perfwafion of big Wife, and the Lords preſent, but prin- 

cipally.by the threatnings ofthe citizens , he was conſtrained thereto, as about 
that rime; allo the Magiſtrates of moſt the Cities of Holland and Zealand, were 
either through actual inſurre&ion , or threatned peril; forced ſo to adyance his 
Highneſſe : Whereupon by the Deputics of the cities , havingavoyce.in Hol- 
land'; the ual Edict was mornified July the1./ and ſobytbe atnnulling of 
that Oath the! embers made le to a-Stadholder, as alſothe 2. dizo in 

Zealand andthe day after in Holland; his Highneſſethe Prince of Orangewas 

elected thereto, and allo it was reſolved to dire&.the caſcof the Ge 1ty aC- 

cordingly , deferring on him the power of iſſuing Patents, asalſorobe Captain 

and Admiral General , in like manner as his Predeceſſorsthe former Princes of 
Orange had enjoyed. Whereupon , the 4. ditothe ſaid dignities and honour 

was proffered him , by moſt honourable Depuries/inthe name of the States ; 

and after that the 8. dito , thecaſe of his Highnefſe eminentCharatter as Admi- 
rality was finished., his Highneſſe arrived the 10. dito early in the morningat 

the Hague, and being introducedby Deputies, and a multitude of Gentry , into 

the gathering ofthe States General, he there received his Commiſſion, and took 

his Gath, as alſo was done in the Gathering of the States of Holland , and he fate 

that ſame day as Stadholderat the Roll; and the 16. dito , the Deputies of the 

Statesof Zealand came tothe Hague , proffering his Highnefle the Stadbulder- 

shipof that Province, and took the Oath of him ; hereby re-eſtablishing him in 

all the Dignitics of his [lluſtrious Predeceſſors.

Turenne,after the taking of Schenckenſconſe, was again come before Nimwe- 

n ; but invche mean while, our Soldiers had quirred the ſtrong Houſe ts Gennip, 

andthe 'Garrifon being 4. Companies marched ro Nimwegen , andthe 7. and 
28: Jane, our Horſe of Nimwegen went with 64. Carts to fetch thence $4.barrels 
of powder, bullets, and match, with ſome lafts of Rie , intending witha fecond 
Convoy tobring away the reſt into Nimwegen: upon whom the French shot 
very hard out of Knotlenburg, and 2. Batteries they had made, caſting alſo many 
Fire: bullets and Granados of 9o.& 100. pound weight,by whichthree Out-layers 
before Nimwegen were. : -But they within were not behind hand with them : fo 
that the French the 2. and 3. July paſſed the Waal by their Ship-bridge, and 
rounded the City on the Land-fide, bringing their Loop-graves as inan inftant 
tothe Moat, and the 4. dito madea Battery with 5. half Kartouwen, and aſſaulted 
by ſtorm that night'the Peſthouſe-bulwark , entring theſame, but were driven 
out again , the Colonel var Gent , brother ofthe Admiral deceaſed , being there 
ſlain : Thes6. dito in the night they ſtormed again , but were three times coura=- 

jouſly beaten off, as alſo the 7\.dito. In the mean while, Patents were come to: 
the Grave, to depart with moſt part of the Garriſon to the Bos , where the Goyer= 
nour having gotten in ſome Spaniards , but no order to receive them , ſentthem 
back to the Grave , where being come near. the City , they were ſet upan by the, 
French , and for the moſt part routed, by which alſo the Grave was loſt. By this 
time , the French before Nimwegen were advanced with their worksto the 
Boriſt-werings, andalready undermined two Bulwarks: whereupon the 8. dito 
they began to-parly , andthe 9g. dito theagreetnent was made , that the Garriſon 
conliſting of7.

Then 11. July , Turennefrom Nimwegen went to the Grave , and imme- 

diately from thenceto the Bos , which wanting all things , ſent Deputies to his 
Highneſs » Who well knowing what concernment the Bos was of, was fain to 
give this anſwer, , that he was ſorry he could net/helpthem , having no more 
power, than they godoit; yerat length , becauſe of thegreat importance ofthe 
place , fome Canons and Ammunition wereſent by Stips thither; but. coming 
therewith to Gorcum , they had the tidings that Creveceur was loſt, and there- 
fore not Foros to bring it to-the Bos 7 Therefore the Field-marshal Wurts 
commanding there, unladed the Canon to uſe then for the defence of Gorcum: 
They ot the Bos had quitted the Sconſes Engelen and.Orten , and brought the

tel and the Vugt, above 20000. ſtrong. | 

The 11.July, the King brake up with bis Army from Utrecht ; lodging that 
night in the Grep , and arrived the 12. dito to Aarnem , drawing forth the Garri- 
ſon of Woerden and Ouwater to Utrecht , they of Ouwater being purſued by 
ſome of the Earl of Horns quarters , and ſome taken priſoners , becdes a good 
booty of Money and Arms. The King having given a viſit tothe Prince of - 
Cond, and Duked'Auguin, both lying very weak at Aarnem ; departed thence, 
the 13. dito tothe Betuw , ſending part ofhis Army to Bommel , ſoon PACEeg 
it, forthwith putting forces into the ſmaller Towns, Heucklon, Aſperen and 
Leerdam : The 14. dito, the King marched over the Bridge by Ninwegen to 
the Grave, and arrived the 16. dito in his Leger before the Bos , being in perſon 
the 21.dito at Vugt , from whence he betook himſelf againto Boxel. 

Not onely the Netherlands, but all Chriſtendom ſtood aſtonished to ſee the. 
Enemy already approached within two dutch miles of Amſterdam , There keep- 
ing Polt , baving ia ſoshorta time conquered ſo greata number of Cities and 
Forts. |
